Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, cfainiK 1-8, 10-49 and 31-62 ai^ 
pending in the application. Claim 50 is canceled without prejudice to or disclaimer of 
the subject matter therein. Claims 1, 16, 22, 26, 33, 43, 44, 45, 47, 48 and 57 are 
amended These changes are believed to introduce no new matter, and their entry is 
respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-8, 10-30, 32^35, 37, 38, 42-45 and 47-62 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C 
§ 103(a) based on T&ubaki et al^ U.S. Patent No. 5.790,742, or I subaki in combination 
with Kauda, U.S. Patent No. 4,740,055 and/or Minemoto, U,S. Patent No. 5,699,461 . 
Claims 36 and 46 arc indicated as being allowable. 

Based on the above amendments and the following remarks. Applicants 
respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider all outstanding rejections and that they 
be withdrawn,
